Nor is it correct to iy that present day conditions are destructive of 
nitiative, and that there is no room for its exercise by many people at this 
time. Rather, the reverse is true. Necessity is said to be the mother of in- 
vention, and invention is only possible where initiative is first displayed. The 
necessities of the present are, therefore, an urge to greater rather than less 
initiative 

Not only but evidence is t lacking, rather it is available on every 
hand, demonstrating the fact that greater initiative is being manifested by
